Lycoming's  liberal  arts  education 

Lycoming's  answer  to  the 
challenges  of  the  next 
century  is  a  broad-based 
education  in  the  liberal  arts 
and  sciences,  one  that  is 
distinguished  by  its 
emphasis  on  critical  thinking 
skills,  effective 
communication,  and  a  strong 
value  system.  Students  at 
Lycoming  develop  a  strong 
basic  core  of  knowledge  by 
taking  courses  in  five  broad 
areas:  the  fine  arts,  the 
natural  sciences,  history  and 
the  social  sciences,  a  foreign 
language  or  a  mathematical 
science,  and  religion  or 
philosophy. 

A  liberal  arts  education, 
however,  is  more  than  a 
number  of  courses  in 
different  disciplines.  It  is  also 
a  way  of  looking  at  the 
world.  Lycoming  students 
learn  how  to  look  critically  at 
an  issue,  analyze  situations, 
gather  information,  and 
come  to  conclusions.  They 
learn  how  to  communicate 
concisely  and  effectively. 
They  learn  how  to  be 
decisive  yet  thoughtful; 
competent  yet 
compassionate;  and  self 
directed  yet  flexible.

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The  Lycoming  College  Scholar  Program  is  a 
special  program  designed  to  meet  the  needs  and 
aspirations  of  highly  motivated  students  of  superior 
intellectual  ability.  The  Lycoming  Scholar  satisfies 
the  College's  distribution  requirements,  generally  on 
a  more  exacting  level  and  with  more  challenging 
courses  than  the  average  student.  Lycoming 
Scholars  also  participate  in  special  interdisciplinary 
seminars  and  in  serious  independent  study 
culminating  in  a  senior  project.  Scholars  may  audit  a 
fifth  course  each  semester  at  no  additional  cost.  In 
addition.  Scholars  may  be  exempted  from  the  usual 
limitations  on  independent  studies  by  the 
Individual  Studies  Committee. 

Students  are  admitted  to  the  program  by 
invitation  of  the  Scholar  Council,  the  group  which 
'  ^»  "s ,     oversees  the  program.  The  council  consists  of  a 

director  and  four  other  faculty  selected  by  the  Dean 
of  the  College,  and  four  students  elected  by  current 
scholars.  The  guidelines  governing  selection  of  new 
scholars  are  flexible;  academic  excellence, 
intellectually  curiosity,  and  creativity  are  all  taken 
into  account.  Students  who  desire  to  participate  in 
the  Scholar  Council  but  are  not  invited  may  petition 
the  Scholar  Council  for  consideration.  Petitioning 
students  should  provide  the  Scholar  Council  with 
letters  of  recommendation  from  Lycoming  faculty 
and  a  transcript  to  be  sent  to  the  director  of  the 
Scholar  program. 

To  remain  in  the  program,  students  must 
maintain  a  cumulative  average  of  3.0  or  better. 
Students  who  drop  below  this  average  will  be 
placed  on  Scholar  probation  for  one  semester.  After 
one  semester,  they  will  be  asked  to  leave  the 
program  if  their  GPA  has  not  returned  to  3.0  or 
higher.  To  graduate  as  a  Scholar,  a  student  must 
have  at  least  a  3.0  cumulative  average.  Scholars 
must  successfully  complete  five  Lycoming  Scholars 
Seminars,  as  well  as  the  non-credit  Senior  Scholar 
Seminar  in  which  they  present  the  results  of  their 
independent  studies.

Lycoming  is  a  community  where 
personal  friendships  between 
faculty  and  students  can  grow.

From  the  beginning.  Rose  made  the  Lycoming  College  community  part  of  her  life  and 
her  family.  As  a  matriarch  should.  Rose  watched  over  the  students  and  staff  of  the 
College  from  her  enclosed  station  in  the  main  lobby  of  Long  Hall.  More  than  |ust  a  voice, 
Rose  was  someone  to  turn  to  for  information.  "If  you  had  any  questions,  she  knew 
where  to  send  you  If  she  didn't  know,  she  would  find  out."  said  Karen  Bloom,  a 
graduate  of  Lycoming  and  now  a  financial  aid  associate  at  the  College, 

Rose  and  her  husband  Donald  were  also  parents  to  many  of  the  students 
Considered  by  several  international  students  as  their  "parents  away  from  home,"  Rose 
and  Donald  took  them  in  dunng  college  breaks. 

Rose  and  Donald  also  donated  a  great  deal  of  time  and  energy  to  the  football 
program.  At  every  home  game.  Rose  and  Donald  ran  the  concession  stand. 

One  of  her  fondest  memones  of  student  appreciation  was  when  the  1986  senior 
class  honored  her  at  their  senior  party,  "They  were  really  a  super  class."  said  Rose.

common  sense  These  qualities  became  Betty's  trademarks,  and  thereby,  the  trademarks  of 
the  CDC 

In  the  mid  1970s,  the  Greek  Community  expanded  to  include  sororities  Betty  responded  with 
her  ever  ready  willingness  to  help  and  became  a  sister  and  the  advisor  to  Alpha  Rho  Omega 
Through  her  commitment  to  high  standards  and  in  her  own  quiet  way,  Betty  became  a  thread 
woven  into  the  fabnc  of  the  lives  of  the  young  women  of  Alpha  Rho  Omega  She  was  always 
willing  to  listen,  felt  their  heartaches  and  their  joys,  looked  lor  the  best  in  each  individual 
woman,  and  beamed  with  pnde  when  they  made  decisions  that  displayed  their  level  of 
matunty  and  their  commitment  to  celebrating  and  accepting  the  differences  in  each  other 

Overiaying  the  two  roles  is  Bettys  unyielding  ,  ever-giving,  and  loyal  fnendship  Over  the 
twenty-four  years  at  Lycoming,  many  students  were  welcomed  into  Betty's  home  Some 
enjoyed  an  evening  with  fnends  for  dinner,  others  spent  a  holiday  break  with  Betty  s  family 
when  they  couldn't  gel  home  to  their  own  families,  and  still  others  lived  under  Betty's  root  while 
they  studied  at  Lycoming  Additionally,  her  fnendship  didn't  end  when  students  graduated  or 
colleagues  moved  on  She  wrote  letters  to  keep  in  touch,  to  share  good  news,  and  to  give  a 
swift  kick  when  it  was  called  for  (she  knew  the  pen  was  mightier)  Her  reaching  out  to  others 
was  retumed  to  her  at  her  retirement  celebration  when  many  of  her  colleagues,  both  fomier 
and  current,  along  with  many  Alpha  Rho  Sisters,  expressed  their  gratitude  to  Betty  for  her 
being  a  pan  of  their  lives.

No,  it  wasn't  the  year 
everyone  expected.

The  Warriors'  four 
losses  were  by  a  total  of 
nine  points  to  teams 
with  a  combined  32-8 
(.800)  record.  In  fact,  a 
pair  of  NCAA  Division 
III  playoff  teams  (Wilkes 
and  Moravian)  com- 
bined to  beat  Lycoming 
by  just  five  points.  Both 
needed  scores  in  the 
final  minutes  to  earn  the 
victories. 

Lycoming  last  lost  to 
a  team  with  a  losing 
record  in  1984,  a  span  of 


91  games,  when  the 
Warriors  fell  to  Upsala  17- 
10.  Their  17  losses  over  the 
last  nine  years  were  to 
teams  that  finished  with  a 
combined  145-34-2  (.807) 
slate. 

Lycoming  led  the 
nation  with  30  intercep- 
tions this  season  while 
junior  Scott  Miller  was 
among  the  country's  best 
with  nine  pick-offs. 
Miller's  nine  thefts  tied  the 
record  set  by  Rick  Bealer 
in  1989. 

The  Warriors  posted 
their  19th  straight  win-

Rob  Eaton  felt  he  had  all  the 
cards  for  a  good  season,  he  just 
needed  to  reshuffle  the  deck. 

Eaton's  soccer  team  was 
struggling  with  a  4-7  record  when 
the  coach  decided  it  was  time  to 
juggle  the  lineup.  The  results  were 
outstanding,  with  the  Warriors  going 
unbeaten  in  seven  of  their  last  eight 
games  to  finish  10-8-1. 

In  fact,  Lycoming  might  have 
been  one  of  the  best  teams  in  the 
Middle  Atlantic  Conference  by  the 
end  of  the  season.  The  Warriors 
went  4-2-1  in  the  Freedom  League 
of  the  MAC  and  just  missed  making 
the  playoffs  for  the  first  time  in  the 
37-year  history  of  the  program. 

"We  really  showed  a  lot  of 
character  over  the  last  half  of  the 
season,"  Eaton  said  after  guiding 
the  Warriors  to  their  third  straight 
winning  campaign.  "It  would've  been 
easy  to  pack  it  up  after  losing  to 
Scranton,  but  we  came  back  to  go 
unbeaten  in  our  next  seven  games. 
These  guys  showed  a  lot  of  class 
and  determination.  I'm  very  proud  of 
them." 

Eaton  made  numerous,  and 
somewhat  unorthodox,  changes  to 
his  lineup  after  the  loss  to  Scranton. 


Junior  goalkeeper  David  Kidd  was 
moved  to  striker,  scoring-leader  Stan 
Kadelski  and  forward  Greg  Niggel 
were  turned  into  defenders  while 
defensemen  Chris  Farrell,  Brian 
Offidani  and  Eric  Szentesy  were 
worked  into  the  Warriors'  offense. 

Szentesy  scored  three  goals  while 
senior  Steve  Eldredge  came  to  life 
with  five  goals  the  last  four  games 
after  going  scoreless  the  first  14 
matches  of  the  season.  Another  key 
player  was  freshmen  Stephen 
Cramer,  who  had  a  goal  and  five 
assists  after  joining  the  starting 
lineup  against  Scranton. 

"We  had  people  playing  positions 
where  they  really  lacked  fire  and 
emotion,"  Eaton  said.  "We  needed  to 
change  things  up.  It  worked  out  really 
well.  We  played  our  best  soccer  of 
the  season  at  the  most  important 
time.

"It  was  exhilarating,"  Schneck 
said.  "All  of  the  hard  work  over 
the  years,  all  of  the  sacrifices;  it 
all  had  meaning  now.  I  couldn't 
believe  I  had  done  it.  It  still 
hasn't  sunk  in." 

The  victory  culminated  an 
outstanding  career  in  which 
Schneck  won  four  Middle  Atlantic 
Conference  titles,  earned  Ail- 
American  status  tvrice  and  posted 
a  stellar  96-18-1  record. 

"I  really  went  out  there 
thinking  there  was  no  way  I  could 
wan  it,"  Schneck  said.  "I  just 
wanted  to  go  out,  take  one  match 
at  a  time,  and  make  a  strong 
showing.  But  as  the  tournament 
went  on,  I  began  to  believe  I  could 
do  it." 

The  Warriors  had  four  MAC 
and  two  East  Regional 
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champions,  rolling  to  the  team 
titles  at  both  tournaments. 
Schneck  and  heavyweight  Lyle 
Wesneski  won  weight-class 
championships  at  both 
competitions  while  senior  158- 
pounder  Steve  Hess  and  freshman 
190-pounder  Garth  Watson 
claimed  conference  crowns. 

Hess,  Wesneski  and  Darin 
Keim  each  won  one  match  at  the 
national  tournament  as  Lycoming 
finished  in  16th  place.  Hess  went 
23-6  this  season.  Wesneski,  a 
sophomore,  went  21-3  while 
classmate  Keim  was  21-6  at  142. 

Watson,  who  suffered  a  season- 
ending  shoulder  injury  at  the 
MAC  championships,  finished  his 
first  year  with  a  20-3  record. 

Lycoming  finished  the  regular 
season  with  a  17-2  record,  the 
third-best  mark  in  the  38-year 
history  of  the  program,  and  was 
ranked  11th  in  the  country. 

First-year  coach  Roger  Crebs 
was  named  MAC  Coach  of  the 
Year  and  the  Division  III  Rookie
